As  anticipated  in  last  year’s  Annual  Report,  1953  saw  the 
the  whole  of  Stage  I  development  of  the  Council’s 
Water  Scheme,  i.e.  reservoirs,  t runic  mains  and  pumping 


Contracts  for  distribution  mains  laying  in  Stage  2  were  made  and  a 
considerable  proportion  completed  by  December  as  is  shown  in  the  map 
provided.

the 


small  pumping  stations  (of  the  localised  schemes  in  operation 
the  Comprehensive  Scheme  was  commenced),  there  were  left  in  use  at 
the  end  of  1953?  Rishy,  Nowton,  Bardwcll,  Ingham,  Whepstead,  Euston  and 
Knetti shall  and  water  was  still  being  procured  for  the  parish  of  Rede  from 
a  private  supply  owned  by  Mr.  Caws ton. 


It  was  indicated  in  the  previous  report  that  attempts  were  being  made 
to  clear  the  water  supply  to  Horringer  of  the  iron  content  which  was 
detracting  from  its  appearance  -  this  was  accomplished  during  the  year  and 
a  clear  water  is  now  available  in  the  parish. 

Water  Carting.  Only  in  a  very  small  number  of  isolated  cases  was  it 
necessary  during  1953  to  cart  water  because  of  lack  of  v/ater  or  impure 
water  -  carting,  however,  was  undertaken  in  cases  where  prior  to  the  mains 
being  completed  houses  have  been  completed  and  occuioied,  sited  along  the 
proposed  route  of  mains  included  in  the  Comprehensive  Scheme „ 

Bac tori olop;i cal  Samples.  All  45  water  samples  taken  from  the  Council's 
mains  after  they  have  been  put  into  use  have  been  satisfactory*  16 
doubtful  samples  were  obtained  from  the  mains  before  their  initial  flushing 
after  laying.  16  samples  from  private  supplies  included  7  unsatisfactory 
results.  There  is  no  evidence  of  any  plumbo- solvency  in  the  supplies.

(ii)  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE.  On  the  following  page  is  a  table  showing  the 
number  of  houses?  Private  and  Council?  which  have  modern  drainage  and  are 
connected  to  sewage  disposal  plants.  As  the  Council  is  endeavouring  to 
dispense  with  the  hutments  as  soon  as  possible  the  figures  this  year  vary 
in  that  hutments  with  modern  sewerage  have  been  omitted  and  the  figures  now 
relate  only  to  permanent  houses. 


The  increase  in  Council  houses  with  sewage  provisions  has  added  to 
the  work  of  maintenance  so  that  Mr.  Casson  has  met  this  by  reorganizing 
his  staff  so  that  the  two  men  formerly  employed  on  this  work  now  share  their 
work  with  the  two  men  previously  employed  on  cesspool  emptying  and  one 
additional  employee.  This  team  of  five  carry  out  many  additional  duties 
including  grass  cuttmg"at  Council  house  and  water  works  sites  and  hedging  and 
ditching  as  necessary. 

In  previous  reports  reference  has  been  made  to  the  small  response 
by  owners  to  the  opportunity  to  connect  houses  to  seworage  systems  provided  - 
in  many  cases  the  owners  believe  that  the  condition  of  the  property  does 
not  warrant  the  expense  of  making  the  necessary  conversion.  In  cases?

In  the  eight  post-war  years  during  which  Council  house  building  has 
been  possible,  the  Council  have  provided  505  new  dwellings,  which  is  101 
more  than  the  404  provided  under  Emergency  War  measures  and  during  all 
the  pre-war  years.  This  has  not  been  the  Council’s  only  contribution  to 
the  housing  needs  of  their  District  during  these  eight  active  years,  for, 
in  addition  to  the  eight  houses  purchased  at  Stanningf ield  and  converted 
to  the  needs  of  elderly  persons,  the  Council  made  a  very  definite  and 
large  contribution  to  needs  by  the  adaption  and  conversion  of  numerous 
hutments  -  01  of  which  were  still  in  occupation  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Unfortunately  in  many  cases  the  structure  of  the  hutments  has 
deteriorated  quicker  than  had  been  estimated  in  computing  the  grants 
towards  their  conversion  and  undoubtedly  many  who  gladly  entered  hutments 
believing  them  to  be-  a  very  transient  accommodation,  wearied  after  years 
of  living  in  them,  perhaps  observing  some,  who  originally  had  been 
classified  of  less  urgent  need  than  themselves,  being  moved  into 
permanent  new  houses,  whilst  they  themselves  continued  to  remain  in  tne 
rapidly  deteriorating  hutments. 

This  gave  rise  to  much  dissatisfaction  and  complaints  which  overlooked 
the  Council’s  decision  to  dispense  with  hutments  as  soon  as  possible  and 
to  appreciate  the  magnitude  of  the  efforts  during  these  last  eight  years 
which  have  outstripped  the  total  of  all  pre-war  years.  The  Council  may, 
however,  be  assured  that  there  are  many  whose  thanks  and  appreciation, 
to  the  Councillors  who  have  provided  them  with  new  houses,  are  profound. 
These  thanks  are  often  expressed  in  terms  which  outweigh  all  criticism 
and  difficulties  encountered  and  should  give  sufficient  satisfaction 
to  recompense  those  who  have  laboured  so  assiduously  on  their  behalf. 

There  is  now  the  added  satisfaction  that  the  rate  of  dispensing  with 
the  hutments  is  being  greatly  increased.

Individual  approach  has  been  made  during  visits  to  these  premises  to 
ensure  that  there  is  appreciation  of  the  need  and  method  of  personal  and 
environmental  hygiehe  by  all  food  handlers.
